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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
The  Helper  Urban  District  Council 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  my  pleasure  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Urban  District  for  the 
year  ended  31st  December,  1958. 

The  number  of  live  births  in  the  district  was  209,  an  increase 
of  one  on  the  previous  year,  while  the  number  of  deaths  rose  from 
163  in  1957  to  243  in  1958.  Consequently,  the  death  rate  rose  from 
10.4  in  1957  to  15.43  in  1958.  Vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous 
system  and  heart  diseases  again  accounted  for  the  largest  number 
of  deaths.  Deaths  from  all  forms  of  cancer  rose  by  6 to  34,  while 
deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus  increased  from  3 to 
7 in  1958. 

Notifications  of  infectious  diseases  received  during  the  year 
rose  sharply  from  157  in  1957  to  309  in  1958.  This  was  due  almost 
entirely  to  the  fact  that  273  cases  of  Measles  were  notified  during 
the  year.  This  epidemic  hit  the  town  during  the  first  quarter  of 
the  year  when  195  cases  were  notified.  Notifications  of  Scarlet 
Fever  fell  during  the  year  from  38  in  1957  to  7 in  1958,  while  notifi- 
cations of  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  remained  steady  at  7 (8  in  1957). 

In  the  Autumn  of  the  year  the  Minister  of  Health  decided  to 
extend  the  scope  of  the  Poliomyelitis  Vaccination  Scheme.  This 
extension  brought  eligibility  to  receive  vaccination  to  young  persons 
up  to  the  age  of  25  years  and  expectant  mothers.  A country-wide 
publicity  campaign  was  undertaken  in  an  effort  to  persuade  persons 
in  the  new  groups  to  be  vaccinated,  but  this  met,  initially,  with 
little  success. 

In  August,  the  Council  lost  the  services  of  Mr.  James  Bailey 
who  had  held  the  appointment  of  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector 
since  December,  1948.  Mr.  Bailey,  who  was  appointed  Hygiene 
Officer  of  the  British  Overseas  Airways  Corporation,  rendered 
excellent  service  while  he  was  with  the  Council.  Mr.  E.  F.  Richley, 
who  was  appointed  on  29th  September,  1958,  to  fill  the  vacancy 
caused  by  Mr.  Bailey’s  resignation,  came  to  Belper  from  Horbury, 
Yorkshire. 

The  Report  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  shows  that 
much  valuable  work  has  been  carried  out  during  the  year  in  spite 
of  difficulties  encountered  by  the  changes  in  staff.  The  fact  that 
only  one  confirmed  case  of  food  poisoning  occurred  during  the  year 
reflects  very  favourably  indeed  on  the  work  carried  out  by  the 
Public  Health  Inspectors  and  all  concerned  with  the  clean  handling 
of  food  in  all  stages  of  the  chain  of  distribution. 


In  conclusion,  I have  to  place  on  record  my  grateful  thanks 
for  the  untiring  support  and  co-operation  I have  received  from  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee,  from  the 
Clerk  of  the  Council  and  from  the  other  officers  and  their  staffs, 
and  to  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  for  the  loyal  and 
efficient  way  they  have  carried  out  their  work  during  the  year.

It  is  very  pleasing  to  note  that  the  total  figures  of  children 
immunised  in  1958  was  1 14  more  than  in  1957,  and  that  the  numbers 
of  children  under  1 year  who  received  injections  was  about  100% 
up  on  the  1957  figures.  (79  in  1957  contrasted  with  142  in  1958). 
This  great  improvement  is  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  Diphtheria 
Immunisation  publicity  campaign  was  swamped  by  the  publicity 
given  to  the  Polio  Vaccination  campaign,  although  a local  Diph- 
theria Immunisation  Campaign  was  undertaken  in  the  very  early 
part  of  the  year. 

B.C.G.  Vaccination. 

A start  has  been  made  on  the  County  Council’s  Scheme  on  a 
very  limited  scale  in  the  Helper  Rural  District.  It  is  hoped  to 
extend  the  Scheme  to  Helper  Urban  as  soon  as  circumstances  permit. 

Poliomyelitis. 

Only  one  case  of  poliomyelitis  occurred  during  the  year.  This 
was  of  the  paralytic  variety,  the  patient  was  removed  to  hospital 
and  subsequently  discharged. 

Response  from  persons  made  eligible  to  receive  vaccination 
against  poliomyelitis  under  the  Government’s  Scheme  announced 
in  the  Autumn  was  rather  disappointing,  in  that  only  a few  persons 
decided  to  take  advantage  of  the  Minister’s  offer.  It  is  thought  that 
this  may  be  attributed  to  a preference  on  the  part  of  the  public  to 
wait  until  supplies  of  the  Hritish  product  rather  than  be  vaccinated 
with  the  imported  Salk  type  vaccines. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

The  total  number  of  notifications  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever 
received  was  7.  This  shows  a marked  decrease  on  the  figures  for 
1957  when  38  cases  were  notified.  This  3'ear’s  figures  represent  a 
new  low  in  notifications  of  this  disease,  the  previous  lowest  being  in 
1955  when  only  9 cases  were  notified  and  in  1947  when  11  cases 
were  notified. 

All  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  in  children  of  school  age  or 
immediately^  pre-school  age,  no  serious  cases  occurred  and  none  had 
to  be  removed  to  hospital. 
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NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948— SECTION  47. 

In  April  an  application  was  made  to  the  Court  for  the  removal 
of  an  elderly  lady  to  residential  accommodation.  She  was  subse- 
quently admitted  to  "The  Grove,”  Shardlow. 

WATER  SUPPLIES. 

No  difficulties  were  reported  during  the  year. 

The  supply  of  water  from  the  Council’s  Waterworks  has  been 
satisfactory  both  in  quality  and  generally  in  quantity  and  a more 
extensive  report  is  included  in  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector’s 
Report.

CLEANSING  SUPERINTENDENT  AND  HOUSING 

MANAGER. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Belper  Urban  District  Council 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Members, 

I have  to  present  for  your  consideration  my  Annual  Report 
dealing  with  the  work  carried  out  by  my  Department  during  the 
year  1958. 

As  I commenced  my  duties  in  September  of  1958  with  your 
Council,  the  majority  of  the  work  under  review  was  supervised  by 
my  predecessor,  Mr.  James  Bailey,  who  left  Local  Government  to 
accept  a position  with  British  Overseas  Airways  Corporation. 

Much  of  the  work  in  a Public  Health  Department  is  of  a kind 
best  carried  out  away  from  the  limelight  as  it  is  essentially  personal 
to  the  individual  but  if  the  relief  of  anxiety,  personal  comfort  and 
prevention  of  illness  due  to  clean  and  safe  air,  food  and  water  sup- 
plies are  the  result  of  this  work — then  limelight  is  unnecessary  and 
the  thanks  of  the  individual  a treasured  reward. 

Year  after  year  the  scope  and  nature  of  the  work  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  increases  and  varies  in  character.  New  legis- 
lation brings  with  it  new  problems,  and  this  year  in  particular  has 
seen  a change  in  the  law  regarding  slaughterhouses.  Many  of  the 
changes  will  not  be  carried  out  for  some  time  for  there  is  much 
preparatory  work  to  be  done. 

Radio  active  fall  out  with  its  effect  on  food  and  water  supplies 
is  a subject  receiving  more  study  and  the  increasing  use  of  radio 
active  material  in  industry,  with  the  disposal  of  subsequent  wastes, 
is  of  growing  importance. 

The  general  use  of  detergents,  sterilisers  and  insecticides  in 
the  canteen,  food  shops  and  home  is  continuing  to  have  a lowering 
effect  on  the  number  of  complaints  regarding  infestations,  but  there 
has  been  evidence  of  a danger  of  an  acquired  immunity  in  certain 
fly  infestations  due  to  the  prolonged  use  of  D.D.T. 

The  standard  of  cleanliness  in  the  food  shops  in  the  area  is 
high,  but  a great  deal  rests  with  the  purchasing  public  to  maintain 
and  improve  this  by  discriminate  buying. 
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The  amount  of  office  work  involved  is  proportionate  to  the 
inspectorial  work  and  a perusal  of  the  tables  in  the  latter  section  of 
this  report  will  show  that  this,  as  always,,  has  been  a busy  year. 
The  accurate  and  efficient  recording  of  registers,  service  of  notices 
and  general  office  work  is  an  important  section  of  public  health 
work.  Moreover,  as  the  Inspector’s  day  is  in  the  main  spent  on 
outside  work,  the  office  staff  require  a great  deal  of  tact  and  patience 
to  deal  with  complaints,  particularly  from  those  living  in  insanitary 
or  unfit  houses. 

I express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  Additional  Public  Health 
Inspector,  Mr.  C.  Matheson,  and  my  Clerk,  Miss  M.  Buxton,  who 
have  given  loyal  and  unstinted  help. 

I would  also  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  and  Housing  Committees,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  the 
Clerk  of  the  Council  and  other  officers  for  their  co-operation.

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REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL. 


The  aim  of  the  Department  is  to  maintain  a weekly  collection 
of  refuse  and  this  has,  except  on  very  few  occasions,  been  carried  out. 
Two  vehicles  are  engaged  on  this  service — one  S.  & D.  Fore  and  Aft 
Tipper  and  one  S.  & D.  7 cu.  yd.  side  loader.  At  the  time  of  writing 
this  report  the  latter  machine  has  been  replaced  by  a new  S.  & D. 
Fore  and  Aft  Tipper  12  cu.  yd.  capacity. 

Dustless  loading  is  the  object  all  Cleansing  Officers  would  like 
to  achieve  and  vehicle  manufacturerers  recognising  this  fact  are 
endeavouring  to  produce  vehicles  capable  of  such  work.  Rear 
loading  vehicles  are  now  being  fitted  with  mechanical  bin  emptying 
devices.  At  the  present  time  it  is  essential  to  have  bins  with  hinged 
lids  to  complete  a dustless  operation  and  this,  to  my  mind,  is  a 
major  problem  for  the  smaller  Authority  because  if  dustless  collec- 
tion is  to  be  introduced  effectively,  then  the  Local  Authority  must 
be  prepared  to  supply  standard  type  bins,  and  these  must  be  robust 
with  hinged  lids  designed  to  engage  with  the  shutter.  This  means 
that  a refuse  “beat”  must  have  all  standard  hinged  lid  bins  in  that 
area  which  would  be  a costly  procedure  initially.  If,  however,  a 
dual  purpose  vehicle  can  be  designed  to  take  both  types  of  bin 
emptying,  then  a gradual  conversion  could  take  place,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  this  will  be  a practicable  possibility  in  the  near  future. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  the  present  loose  lid  ashbin  is  too  often  that 
neglected,  dented  and  smelly  object  at  the  rear  of  our  houses. 

The  sickness  return  figures  show  a welcome  reduction  in  the 
possible  working  hours  lost  and  it  is  hoped  this  will  still  further  re- 
duce in  the  future. 

Refuse  collectors  have  a tiresome  and  dirty  job  and  housewives 
can  help  a great  deal  by  rinsing  out  cans,  jars,  etc.,  and  by  only 
putting  dry  refuse  in  the  dustbin.  This  would  help  to  remove  the 
nuisance  from  smell  and  flies  and  also  save  the  dustbin  from  being 
dented  when  trying  to  dislodge  wet  refuse.  In  the  same  way  the 
refuse  collectors  can  help  by  keeping  the  lids  on  the  dustbins  when 
these  are  on  the  footpath  prior  to  emptying  and  this  is  a point  about 
which  the  collectors  are  continually  reminded. 

I feel  every  credit  is  due  to  the  collectors  who  have  carried  out 
this  work  in  all  kinds  of  weather,  and  sometimes  under  trying 
conditions.  The  very  few  complaints  received  from  residents 
during  the  year  confirm  the  good  work  carried  out. 

Refuse  Disposal. 

All  refuse  is  disposed  of  at  the  Derby  Road  Tip  by  means  of 
controlled  tipping  and  this  area,  which  is  adjacent  to  the  river,  is 
being  stepped  back  in  eight  feet  layers  and  will,  when  complete, 
make  a good  storage  area  for  Highways  material  or  such  other  pur- 
pose as  the  Council  determine. 
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The  removal  of  tins,  bottles,  textiles  and  other  re-saleable 
materials  continues.  There  is  still  a marked  change  in  the  com- 
position of  domestic  refuse  showing  an  increase  of  “light”  material 
and  a consequent  loss  of  ash  content.  This  is  probably  due  to  the 
implementation  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  and  the  improved  combustion 
powers  of  the  modern  fire  place  coupled  with  the  extended  use  of 
electric,  gas  and  paraffin  heaters. 

The  present  composition  of  refuse  has  increased  the  danger  of 
fire  due  to  lack  of  consolidation  and  greater  quantity  of  combustible 
material.  I have,  therefore,  taken  steps  to  keep  the  open  tipping 
“face”  to  a minimum  and  provide  as  much  soil  cover  as  possible. 


Trade  Refuse. 

There  have  been  no  changes  in  the  charges  for  the  collection 
and  disposal  of  trade  refuse,  which  are  as  follows  :

Cesspool  Cleansing  and  Nightsoil  Collection. 

A Shel voice  and  Drewry  800  gallon  capacity  combined  cesspool/ 
gully  emptier  fitted  with  a nightsoil  unit  carries  out  this  work. 

Pail  closets  are  emptied  weekly  and  cesspools  monthly  or  at 
longer  intervals  where  required. 

This  vehicle  continued  to  be  in  great  demand  in  the  areas  of 
other  Local  Authorities  and  during  the  year  cesspools  were  emptied 
on  74  occasions.  This  work  is  on  a private  contract  basis  and  only 
after  the  Belper  Urban  District  work  has  been  completed.  The 
charges  made  in  connection  with  private  contracts  for  the  year 
April  1st,  1958  to  March  31st  1959,  were  approximately  £225. 

In  the  Urban  District  there  are  31  cesspools  and  these  were 
emptied  on  372  occasions.

Waste  Paper. 

There  was  again  an  increase  in  the  quantity  of  paper  sold. 

A total  of  289  tons  2 cwts.  was  baled  and  sold  to  the  Thames 
Board  Mills.  Unfortunately,  a reduction  in  price  took  place  at  the 
same  time  and  is  reflected  in  the  income. 

There  was  a slight  increase  in  the  weight  of  scrap  tins  sold,  but 
here  again,  prices  dropped  in  the  scrap  metal  market  and  the  subsidy 
of  £2  5s.  Od.  per  ton  from  the  Joint  Scrap  Survey  Committee  was 
discontinued  two  months  before  the  end  of  the  financial  year. 

In  spite  of  these  setbacks,  a total  income  of  £2,839  3s.  Id.  was 
derived  from  all  salvage  sales. 

The  quota  placed  on  the  quantity  of  waste  paper  which  could 
be  sent  to  the  Board  Mills  has  now  been  lifted,  although  there  is 
still  a quota  on  baled  newsprint. 

The  basis  of  any  salvage  recovery  is  an  efficient  and  prompt 
collection  service.  In  this  connection  I would  particularly  mention 
the  General  Foreman  (Mr.  M.  Storer)  who  has  carried  out  instructions 
promptly  and  shown  initiative  in  all  work  under  his  supervision. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Improvements  in  Food  Shops  have  continued  and  the  extended 
use  of  refrigerated  counters  is  noticeable. 

I feel  there  is  a genuine  effort  on  the  part  of  food  traders  to  give 
the  customer  a clean  and  hygienic  article  and  I sincerely  hope  that 
the  customer  will  respond  to  this  by  not  handling  food  stuffs  or 
smoking  in  food  shops. 

Slaughter  of  Animals  for  Human  Consumption. 

As  shown  in  the  Table  in  this  report,  3,349  animals  were 
slaughtered  in  the  four  licensed  slaughterhouses  during  the  year 
and  100%  inspection  was  carried  out. 

This  involved  502  visits  and  163  hours  overtime. 

The  quality  of  meat  produced  remained  very  high,  the  majority 
of  beasts  killed  being  young  heifers  or  bullocks. 

Two  whole  carcases,  one  heifer  and  one  calf  were  condemned 
and  no  cysticercosis  was  recorded. 

Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955. 

The  Local  Authority  under  the  Food  & Drugs  Act,  1955,  is 
the  Derbyshire  County  Council  and  Mr.  R.  Sutton,  B.Sc.,  F.R.I.C., 
F.R.I.C.,  the  County  Analysist,  informs  me  that  62  samples,  in- 
cluding 14  milks,  were  taken  during  the  year  1958  and  I am  in- 
debted to  him  for  the  following  report  : — 

The  milk  samples  were  all  classed  as  satisfactory. 

Samples  of  Canned  Prunes  were  seriously  contaminated  with 
tin  and  condemned  as  unfit  for  food.  One  brand  was  from  a multiple 
store  and  arrangements  were  made  for  surrender  and  destruction  of 
the  remainder  of  this  stock  and  also  stocks  of  the  same  brand  held 
by  other  branches. 
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The  retailer  of  a second  brand  had  only  14  tins  left  in  stock  and 
voluntarily  surrendered  these  for  destruction. 

Three  samples  of  Processed  Cheese  were  reported  against — 
one  was  deficient  in  fat  and  two  contained  excess  moisture.  No 
action  was  taken  in  the  absence  of  Official  Standards.  This  matter 
is  still  under  consideration  by  the  Ministry. 

Informal  samples  of  Mincemeat  (deficient  in  soluble  solids) 
Double  Cream  (deficient  in  fat)  were  followed  by  Formal  samples. 
On  Analysis  these  Formal  samples  were  classed  as  satisfactory. 

The  remaining  samples  were  also  classed  as  satisfactory. 

Ice-cream. 

The  two  premises  registered  for  the  manufacture  of  ice-cream 
are  equipped  with  recording  and  indicating  thermometers  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  Ice-cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regulations.  Fifty- 
six  other  premises  are  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice-cream  only. 

Thirty-two  visits  were  made  to  these  premises  and  satisfactory 
conditions  have  been  maintained. 

Twenty-seven  samples  of  ice-cream  were  obtained  and  sub- 
mitted for  Methylene  Blue  Examination,  24  of  these  were  placed  in 
Provisional  Grade  1,  and  3 in  Grade  2. 

These  are  all  satisfactory  results. 

Milk  Samples. 

Details  are  given  in  the  tables  at  the  end  of  this  report.  As  a 
result  of  the  two  positive  biological  samples,  two  cows  were  slaugh- 
tered and  both  were  found  to  be  suffering  from  tuberculosis,  one 
being  in  an  advanced  stage. 

WATER  SUPPLIES. 

The  town’s  water  supply  is  largely  derived  from  a well  120 
feet  deep  and  a bore  hole  180  feet  deep  at  the  pumping  station  at 
The  Meadows,  from  which  water  is  pumped  either  directly  to  the 
distribution  mains  or  to  a service  reservoir  at  Bessyloan,  from  which 
it  gravitates  to  certain  parts  of  the  town. 

Supplementing  this  main  supply  are  three  service  reservoirs 
partly  fed  by  springs  and  partly  from  the  main  Pumping  Station. 

All  water  is  sterilized  at  the  source  by  chlorination  and  the 
samples  of  raw  water  were  taken  for  comparison  purposes. 

The  supply  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  generally  in 
quantity. 

Eight  bacteriological  and  7 chemical  examinations  have  been 
made  of  the  raw  water  and  the  water  going  into  the  supply. 

During  the  year  100  yards  of  3"  mains  were  laid  to  link  up  the 
Shireoaks  main  and  Mount  Pleasant  Drive  main. 

100  yards  of  3"  main  was  relaid  in  Canada  Street. 

Average  specimen  analysis  of  the  samples  taken  give  a satis- 
factory chlorinated  water  and  raw  spring  water. 
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FACTORIES. 

Sixty-one  inspections  were  made  of  the  above  premises  and 
conditions  have  once  again  improved. 

There  are  sixty-one  factories  on  the  register  and  at  the  end  of  the 
year  these  were  employing  1,526  females  and  1,848  males  making  a 
total  of  3,374  persons. 

Details  of  the  register,  defects  and  outworkers  are  given  in 
Tables  10,  11  and  12. 

HAIRDRESSERS  AND  BARBERS. 

The  number  of  hairdressers  remained  the  same  during  the  year, 
namely.  Ladies’  Hairdressers  : 1 1 ; Ladies’  and  Gentlemen’s  hair- 
dressers : 1 ; Gentlemen’s  hairdressers  : 5. 

The  premises  are  kept  in  good  condition  and  are  generally 
satisfactory. 


SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

All  factory  chimneys  are  kept  under  observation  whilst  the 
district  is  traversed  for  the  carrying  out  of  other  duties.  Only  if  a 
chimney  is  seen  to  be  emitting  smoke  in  abnormal  quantities  is  an 
actual  recorded  observation  made  and  this  is  followed  up  where 
necessary  with  a visit  to  the  factory  concerned. 

I am  pleased  to  report  that  during  the  year  there  was  very 
small  cause  for  complaint  and  that  I have  received  excellent  co- 
operation and  help  from  the  factory  engineers  and  boiler  house 
staffs. 

The  Council  continued  to  support  the  Clean  Air  Society,  and 
the  Chairman  of  the  Health  Committee  and  I attended  meetings  of 
the  East  Midlands  Division. 

HOUSING. 

Number  of  inspections  made  in  connection  with  the  duties 
of  Housing  Manager  327 

The  number  of  houses  erected  during  1958  was  the  smallest 
for  the  past  eight  years,  namely  6 Council  houses  and  42  private 
houses. 

The  result  of  this  has  been  that  applicants  have  to  wait  a longer 
period  before  being  re-housed  and  so  a feeling  of  frustration  is 
created  in  the  applicants  who  naturally  try  to  stress  the  urgency  of 
their  particular  case. 

A Housing  Points  Scheme  is  in  operation  but  it  is,  of  course, 
impossible  to  devise  a scheme  to  satisfy  all  applicants  and,  irres- 
pective of  this  scheme,  the  Council  may  retard  for  any  period,  any 
applicants  who  are  considered  undesirable  for  such  reasons  as  rent 
arrears,  disturbers  of  the  peace  (i.e.  those  whose  mode  ot  life  would 
be  likely  to  cause  discomfort  to  other  tenants  and  to  have  an  ill 
effect  on  the  estate). 
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I think  one  point  is  too  often  forgotten  and  that  is  a person’s 
responsibility  to  make  every  effort  to  house  themselves  and  not  to 
just  sit  back  and  bemoan  the  fact  that  “the  Council  ought  to  do 
something  about  it.”  In  this  respect  it  is  a source  of  great  satis- 
faction to  me  that  a number  of  Council  house  tenants  have  built  or 
purchased  a home  of  their  own  during  the  year.  This  helps  in  no 
small  measure  those  families  who,  through  no  fault  of  their  own,  are 
in  a less  fortunate  position  and  whose  need  is  great. 

The  number  of  applicants  on  the  registers  at  the  end  of  1958 
was  355,  which  includes  applications  for  bungalows  but  not  slum 
clearance  re-housing.  The  corresponding  figure  for  the  end  of  1957 
was  346. 

A complete  list  of  apphcations  is  shown  in  Table  14. 

There  is  still  a need  for  bungalows  to  re-house  the  aged  and  this 
is  a problem  which  will  increase  in  the  future. 

The  Housing  Committee  also  have  in  mind  a scheme  to  help  those 
single  persons,  widows  and  widowers  who  can  find  no  place  in  the 
points  scheme  and  who  have  great  difficulty  in  finding  suitable 
accommodation  for  themselves.  The  scheme  is  to  build  two  blocks 
containing  12  three  storied  flats  to  accommodate  persons  between 
the  ages  of  35  years  and  60  years. 

A very  useful  housing  contribution  to  the  district  is  made  by 
the  Common  Lodging  House,  the  Babington  Hospital  and  the  Con- 
vent of  St.  Lawrence.  Each  of  these,  in  their  own  particular  sphere, 
provide  homes  for  persons  who  would  be  problems  for  the  Council. 

The  scheduling  of  unfit  houses  is  proceeding  smoothly  and 
whilst  the  problem  in  this  area  is  not  great,  it  remains  constant  and 
will  ultimately  result  in  a much  higher  average  standard  of  housing. 

Tenants  of  unfit  houses  receive  priority  in  re-housing  and  have 
prior  consideration  to  applicants  on  the  Points  Scheme. 

Details  of  action  under  the  Housing  and  Rent  Acts  are  shown  in 
Tables  15  and  16. 

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949. 

The  Council  carry  out  free  treatment  of  all  private  dwellings 
in  the  area  infested  with  rats  and  mice.  Business  premises  are 
charged  with  the  cost  ol  labour  and  materials. 

Six  contracts  were  in  force  at  the  end  ot  the  year  with  business 
firms  in  the  district  for  systematic  extermination  of  rats  and  mice. 

The  Rodent  Operator  (Mr.  Litchfield)  receives  instructions 
daily  from  the  Department  and  has  carried  out  his  work  in  quiet 
and  conscientious  manner.  As  will  be  seen  from  Table  17,  he  has 
carried  out  1,359  visits  for  inspections  and  no  complaints  have  been 
received  concerning  his  work. 
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PETROLEUM  (REGULATIONS)  ACTS,  1928-1936. 

Duties  in  connection  with  the  storage  of  petroleum  are  carried 
out  by  the  Department  under  the  above  Acts.

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  a comprehensive  inspection  of  all 
licensed  premises  was  carried  out  and  a total  of  26  recommendations 
embracing  175  items  was  made.  I am  indebted  to  the  officers  of 
the  Derbyshire  County  Fire  Service  for  the  assistance  and  advice 
in  these  inspections.  A co-ordination  now  exists  between  the 
Fire  Service  Officers  and  the  Health  Department  whereby  copies  of 
all  plans  concerning  petroleum  installations  and  means  of  escape 
in  case  of  fire  in  factories  are  passed  to  the  Fire  Service  for  obser- 
vations and  in  case  of  fire  they  have  a complete  knowledge  of  the 
premises.  I consider  this  to  be  a very  important  measure. 

SWIMMING  BATHS. 

The  Council’s  indoor  swimming  baths  consisting  of  one  pool 
70  feet  long  by  27  feet  wide  and  range  of  slipper  baths  have  once
